The proclamation indicated ¢learly 
that it is the desire of the President 
not only to prevent a complete. re- 
vision of «he tariff, but also to re- 
strict action at the extra session 
largely to farm relief and the tariff. 
He is‘ opposed to the extra: session 
cevoting itself to

Preclamation Calling Congress. 
The text of President . Hoover’s 
proclamation is as follows: 


BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


A PROCLAMATION. 


WHEREAS, public interests re- 
quire that the Congress of..the 
United States should be convened 
in extra session at 12 .o’clock noon 
on the 15th day of April, 1929, to 
receive such communication as-may 
be made by the Executive; and 

WHEREAS, legislation ‘to effect 
further agricultural relief and leg- 
islation for limited changes of the 
tariff cannot in justice to. our 
farmers, our labor and our manu- 
facturers. be postponed; now, 

THEREFORE, I, Herbert. Hoo- 
ver, President of the United States 
of America, do hereby proclaim 
and declare that an extraordinary 
occasion requires the Congress of 
the United States to convene in ex- 
tra session at the Capitol in the city 
of Washington on the 15th day of 
April, 1929, at. 12 o’clock noon, of 
which. all persons who shal]! at that 
time be entitled to act as members 
thereof are hereby required to take 
notice. 

In witness whereof, I. have .here- 
unto set my hand and caused to be 
affixed the great seal of the United 
States. 

Done ‘at the city of. Washingten, 
this 7th.day of March, in, the year 
of Our Lord One Thuosand Nine 
Hundred and Twentv-nine and of 
the “Independence of the.

COOLIDGE AS WRITER 
BARES HIS FEELINGS 


First Magazine Article Reveals 
President’s Grief Over Loss 
of His Son and. Father. 


SAYS OFFICE “COSTS A LOT” 


Expresses Humble Opinion of 
Own Qualifications—Work 
Penned on Florida Trip. 


The last four years of Calvin 
Coolidge in the White House were 
shadowed by a sorrow sp deep that 
it took from. his high office all of 
its “power and glory.”’ This fact 
was disclosed yesterfay by thé for- 
mer President when he made his 
début. as an author, 

The sad event which clouded the 
President’s life was the death of his 
son,. Calvin. Coolidge Jr., .which oc- 
curred on July. 7, 1924. .In writing 
of it, the father remarked sadly that 
if he had not been President his son 
might not. have died. This was a 
reference to the fact that. his.son’s 
blood poisoning déveloped from an 
injury while playing. tennis on the 
White House courts. 

‘I do not know why such a price 
was exacted for: occupying the 
White House,’’ Mr. Coolidge wrote. 


First of Series in Magazine. - 


Three days after stepping down 
from his exalted office Mr. Coolidge 
appeared yesterday as a contributor 
to the Cosmopolitan Magazine. The 
article was entitled ‘‘On Entering 
and Leaving the Presidency.’’ It is 
the first of a series. which. will -ap- 
pear from time to time in the month- 
ly. Taking up the initial phases of 
his White House life, it covers the 
period when he was elevated from 
the Vice Presidency to finish the 
term of President Harding. 

The article presents a little-known 
side of the former ‘President and dis- 
closes a deep strain of emotion. It 
reveals depths of feeling which he 
never permitted to show in all the 
searching limelight and analyses to 
which he was subjected during five 
and a half years at the capital. 

In telling of his accession to the 


Presidency, Mr. Coolidge expressed | 


a distinctly humble opinion. of his 
own qualifications. ._ The large part 
played by ‘‘Coolidge economy”’ in his 
administrations was in a measure 


explained‘in the article by his recital 
of the primary interest in economic 
subjects which he maintained 
throughout his public life. 

“T have often said,’’ he penned in 
discussing his White House _rela- 
tions with the press, ‘‘that there was 
no cause in feeling disturbed at being 
misrepresented in the press. It would 
be only when they began to say 
things detrimental to me which were 
true that I should feel alarm.’’

In relinquishing the chairmanship 
and his place on the board of  di- 
rectors of the company which he has 
seen grow up into the ‘‘billion-dollar 
‘class’ in the twenty-two years he 
has been part of its executive per- 
sonnel, Colonel Stewart -took. the .re- 
sult: ‘‘standing’’. up. ‘He ‘left ‘the 
meeting, held‘ in the little. refinery 
town of Whiting, Ind., just outside 
of Chicago, -with the applause of 
supporters and adversaries: ringing 
in his ears. 

The ; upheaval in the Standard of 
Indiana management “was ‘accom- 
plished by Mr, Rockeéfellér’s- repre- 
sentatives. with, -steamroiler, effi- 
ciency in a ‘gathering, which, al- 
though marked’ at ‘timies: By acri- 
mony, ended in &n exhibition of 
good feeling in which both sides par- 
ticipated. ~ Colonel.

Colonel to Take Vacation. 


The Colonel will take an extended 
vacation, but will announce his fu- 
ture plats within’ the ‘néxt two 
weeks. According to’reports in Chi- 
cago tonight he will’head one of the 
largést independent units in the oil 
industry, possibly a combination of 
companies of which the Sinclair Con- 
solidated Oil Corporation will be the 
nucleus. 

Former associates of Colonel Stew- 
art remained in control of the Stand- 
ard of Indiana, with the backing of 
the Rockefeller interests. Président 
Edward G. Seubert retains his title, 
his ‘place on the directorate and be- 
comes the chief executive officer of 
the company for the time’ being. 
The chairmanship’ remains’ vacant 
and there is the possibility that. an 
oil executive not yet mentioned in 
connection with the place will even- 
tually be chosen. ‘ President Seubert 
has succeeded, for. the. present at 
least, to all the authority that was 
vested in Colonel Stewart.

Behind this bank would stand not 
only all the great emission banks 
of the allied countries and Germany 
but the governments themselves. ‘To 
the creditor countries its very nature 
would be a guarantee of. stability 
and certainty that reparations, and 
possibly other international obliga- 
tions, would be paid. Thus from this 
vexed question all disquieting uncer- 
tainty would be removed’ and the 
whole complicated transaction taken 
from the political field. 

Something of its manner of func- 
tioning has already been seen in 
those countries, like Italy, Belgium 
and Poland, where the cooperation 
of the banks has enabled a, far 
quicker return of prosperity than 
ever would have been possible. 


French Press Criticism. 
Of the idea the only word of

been that perhaps its power might 
develop to such an extent as to be 
come not only financial but political: 
That, however, like many other at- 
tached problems, is for the future: 
Tomorrow the experts who today 


have been privately exchanging views 
and opinions will discuss it in a full 
session.

Our Acceptance—Later Request 
for Decreases Held Probable. 


By CARLISLE MacDONALD. 

Special Cable to Tuz New York Times, 
PARIS, March 7.—It was learned 
this evening that the new French 


tariff note had been forwarded to 
the French Embassy at Washington 
for presentation to the State Depart- 
ment. A copy has also been officially 
handed over to the American 
bassy here. 

The note was held up twenty-four 


in the wording of the text to be 
made, changes which, though not 
altering the character of the com- 
munication, are destined neverthe- 
less to increase its chances of being 
sd by the American Govern- 
ment, 

In French circles the tone of the 
note is declared to be 
France, it is asserted, 
admirable restraint, confining the 
present note to the appraisal ques- 
tion and carefully avoidi mention 
of the broader and more important 
issue of American reduction on cer- 
tain French articles. This restraint 
is all the more commendable, it is 
contended, in view of the feeling in 
French business quarters over what 
they regard as the ‘‘very unsatis- 
factory’ state of the tariff affairs 
between the two countries. 

The note just sent, however, does 
not represent all that France will 
have to say on the subject. There re- 
mains to be answered another United 
States State Department communica- 
tion which was received by the 
French Foreign Office a few weeks 
ago and which seeks a number of 
modifications in the handling of 
American exports to France. It may 
be said in passing that this last note 
caused no little surprise, even 
though it was conciliatory and its 
claims modest. 


Request for Decreases Likely. 


The French say they are still wait- 
ing for the ‘‘concessions’’ which they 
declare they believed were to follow 
the temporary accord of November, 
1927. It appears, therefore, that the 
French Government will almost cer- 
tainly bring uv ‘he question of its 
official request for decreases in the 
tariffs on silks, textiles and per- 
fumes. This was made to the United 
States Tariff Commission shortly be- 
fore the 1927 agreement. Accom- 
panying it was a request for a re- 
consideration of pharmaceutical, 
agricultural and sanitary restric- 
tions which were said to operate to 
the disadvantage of French exports 
to the United. States. 

As outlined in yesterday’s message 
the latest French note makes new 
proposals for the solution of the dif- 
ficulties arising from the withdrawal 
of the United States Treasury agents 
who were sent to France under a 
provision of the Fordney-McCumber 
tariff act of 1922 to ascertain the 
production costs of goods shipped to 
the United States. One of the French 
conditions of the 1927 compromise 
was that these agents should be 
eliminated. French exporters had 
overwhelmed the government with 
protests against attempts by foreign 
agents to examine their books and 


4 papers, and even charges of ‘‘com- 


mercial espionage’’ were leveled at 
the United States. Although the 
Fordney-McCumber act provides that 
any foreign manufacturer refusing 
to submit his books to the American 
authorities might be deprived of the 
right of export to the United States, 
Washington agreed to suspend the 
activities of the Treasury agents. 
Assessments Protested. 


Since then the United States ap- 
praisers have been assessing the pro- 
duction costs of French goods by 
means of the so-called ‘United 
States value.’’ According to the State 
Department this is an approximation 
to foreign values and is calculated by 
deducting from the wholesale prices 
in the United States the amount of 
duty pavable, the cost of transporta- 
tion, insurance and other necessary 
expenses from the place of shipment 
to the place of delivery, with an al- 
lowance for commissions, profits and 
general expenses. 

Although it is declared the ‘‘Unitea 
States value,” in view of these de- 
ductions, is much lower than the sell- 
ing price of goods imported to the 
United States, French complaints 
have been numerous, chiefly to the 
effect that United States costs and 
not French costs are the bases of the 
appraisals. 

e French now suggest the return 
of the Treasury agents under the 
jurisdiction of the United States con- 
sulate, granting to French exporters 
the choice of two alternatives—either 
to deal directly with the Unitea 
States agents, submitting their 
books, or, upon an official demand 
by the United States agents, to sub- 


agents appointed by the French Gov- 
ernment. The Fordney-McCumber 
act prohibits the acceptance of such 
an examination as the latter as final, 
but the French think the United 
States anpraisers might accept it as 
a basis for their fading. 

Curiously enough, while the major- 
ity of French business men are stil) 
opposed to the return of the United 
States Treasury agents, many would 
rather see them back in Paris than 
oe under the present arrange- 
ment.

Reported Efforts to Kill ‘Walsh. 

Assistant District, Attorney Marro, 
who had charge of the initial inves-

RICE NOW IS ACCUSED 
OF INCOME TAX FRAUD 


Promoter, Free on Bail Pending 
an Appeal in Stock Case, Said 
to Owe $453,949 for 1925. 





George Graham Rice, who is free 
on bail pending an appeal from his 
conviction last December for mail 
fraud, was indicted yesterday by the 


Federal Grand Jury for failure;topfile}», 


a return and failure to pay incomes 
taxes for 1925-" The indictment: calls 
him Simon Jacob Herzig, alis George 
Graham Rice. 

The mail fraud indictment charged 
that Rice and his co-defendants had 
taken about $3,000,000 from investors | 
in the sale of the stock of} the Idaho 
Copper Corporation, Which: was 
without value: Federal Prosecutor 
Sylvester said Rice made a gross in- 
come for 1925.0f aproximately $1,817,- 
379.88 ‘arid that’ his tax would have 
been $453,949. 

It is charged that prior to 1925 
Rice, through his brother-in-law, 
Frank. Silva, bought 1,411,500 shares 
of the Idaho Copper Corporation 
stock for $384,580, and that after 
March 16, 1925, he sold» 1,102,051 
shares for $2,117,518 through Boston 
brokers. 

Mr. Sylvester said the government 
is investigating Rice’s income for 
1926 and 1927, when he also failed 
to. file returns or to pay income 
taxes. 

After Rice was convicted on the 
mail fraud charge he was sentenced 
to the Atlanta Penitenti for four 
years and fined $10,000. nless. his 
appeal is disposed of before the evi- 
dence against him on the present in- 
dictment is completed he can be 
tried. If his appeal fails before his 
trial on the present charge a bench 
warrant will be lodged with the 
warden of the penitentiary for his 
arrest after his term in prison.

The following announcement was

Shares Rise on the News. 


News of the ousting of Mr. Childs 
by the Barber interests ‘brought a 
sharp up-turn to the shares of the 
Childs Company on the Stock Ex- 
change in the afternoon. On active 
buying, which developed immediately 
on receipt of the news in Wall Street 
that the Childs management had 
been overthrown, the Shares ad 
vanced from the low of 54%, at whieh, 
they had opened the day, to 57%, 
which they were up 3% points on the 
day. Sales were. more than 8,500 
shares. The high for 1929 for the 
stock was 64 and its low was 37, 
established several weeks ago when 
the fight on the formal management 
had developed. 

It could not be definitely ascer- 
tained after the meeting whether the 
Childs interests would e their chal- 
lenge of some of the proxies into 
court for a final decision, When Mr. 
Childs was asked about his plans he 
said, ‘I am down and out. I ad- 
mit that I am vanquished, To the 
victor belongs the spoils.’’

CITES 26-YEAR INACTIVITY 


And Demands Prompt Steps to Form 
New Department—Deplores Dump- 
ing of .Refuse at Sea. 


The proposed bill to establish a 
Department of Sanitation to ‘keep 
the city and its surrounding waters 
in a sanitary. condition by scientific 
refuse disposal, is the most impor- 
tant subject before the citizens .at 
present, Controller Charles W. ‘Berry 
declared yesterday at‘a luncheon of 


the Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New York at its quarters, |}, 
65, Liberty Street . 

“Twenty-six years of investigation 
and reports have passed,” Major 
Berry said. ‘‘and now it is time for 
action. - The e of this bill will 
start the wets 

“The new department would com- 
bine all the existing agencies into 
one body, and where proper. coordi- 
*| nation is now imposible owing to our 

borough plan of government, it 
would provide a central organiza- 
tion, operating for the entire city. 

“‘As an evidence of how futile are 
our present efforts to clean up the 
waters sty mal to the: city, the ac- 
tion taken by the De ee of 
Health in 1928 is interesti Public 
bathing was prohibited, aa “the peo- 
ple of the city were warned of the, 
danger of bathing in all the sur- 
rounding waters except a small sec- 
tion of Coney Island and Staten 
Island beaches. 

“The Board of Estimate and the 
various departments of the city gov- 
ernment have reached the conclu- 
sion that the scientific. considera- 
,| tion of the problem may not be de- 
layed longer without real danger to 
the city and its people. 

“The scientific disposal of garba; ge 
and refuse have not kept pace with 
the growth of the city. Experiments 
‘with reduction plants have been 
’|made, only to be abandoned on ac- 
count of the nuisance. 

“New. York City is called upon 
each day to dispose of 12,180 tons of 
ashes, 2405 tons of garbage and 
1,985 tons of rubbish, a total of 
16,575 tons of waste material each 
day. ee Barn the city dumped 
at sea 513, tons of garbage and 
775,500 tons of ashes, and as a re- 
sult the city authorities’ have been 
deluged with complaints from the 
owners of beaches adjoining New 
York, asking for relief from this nui-

| The December offering was covered, 
but apparently only because the 
banks and the market had an idea 
that, whatever might be the money 
rate in the end-of-December strin- 
gency, it would fall back to a normal 
level in the traditional easy-money 
period of January and February. If 
so, they misjudged the situation. 
Rates for all kinds of loans on the 
open market were higher at the end 
of January than in the middle of 
December, and the, one-year certifi- 
cates put out on Dec. 15 were selling 
nearly 14 point below the issue price.

And will the 
regressive-progressives be able to 
beat atleast some of the desirable 
changes? 

It is enough to know that the 
snorer is waking up, the backward 
child learning. . It may not: be neces- 
sary to form a Progressive Coloniza- 
tion Society’ and: dispatch immi- 
grants from New York or Pennsyl- 
vania to the relief of receding 
Kansas. 


EUROPE’S “ MINORITIES.” 


Naturally, the League of Nations 
Council is interested in the proposal 
by Dr. STRESEMANN that the com- 
mittee on racial minorities be. en- 
larged to include representatives of 
the various nations concerned, Few 
problems before the League «are 
more complicated and confusing. 
One of the chief services of the 
League is to permit a full airing of 
grievances by the minorities. This 
may not hasten a settlement, but it 
is likely to relieve tension. 

The existence of minorities has 
long been a stumbling block of Euro- 
pean politics. In ordinary political 
parlance, a minority is a group 
within the political boundaries of a 
given State which is racially and 
linguistically akin to a foreign and 
often neighbor State. In Poland and 
Rumania the term is also applied on 
occasions to the large Jewish pop- 
ulations in certain centres. The 
outstanding characteristics of the 
minorities are that they are smaller 
in numbers than the governing race; 
that they speak different languages; 
that they have inherited separate 
customs, and that their closest ties 
are with their fellows elsewhere. 

Before the war the minorities 
problems existed in Austria-Hun- 
gary, Russia and throughout the 
Balkans. The Poles were divided 
between Germany, Russia and Aus- 
tria. The Lithuanians, Latvians and 
Finns formed minorities in Russia. 
In the Balkans foreign groups were 
incorporated in territory under the 
control of a racial majority. Today. 
the position ‘in a.number of cases 
is reversed. Where before the war 
Rumanians in Transylvania pro- 
tested against Hungarian rule and 
demanded association with the Ru- 
manian’ State, Hungarians in Tran- 
sylvania are today under Rumanian 
rule and demand greater freedom 
to associate with the Hungarian 
State. ‘There are German enclaves in 
Czechoslovakia and in Poland. In 
behalf ..of these Dr. STRESEMANN 
made his fervent appeal. Macedonia 
is still a racial. crazy quilt, where 
minorities clamor against the over- 
lords and against each other. 

The difficulty in, reaching. a solu- 
tion is that it is practically impos- 
sible to draw. boundaries that. will 
mark off the race and language 
groups. .Where this is possible, eco- 
nomic interests strongly oppose such 
a delimitation. The linguistic , or 
ethnic map‘of Central. and Eastern 
Europe shows groups dotted all over 
it. Most of them have occupied their 
territory for generations. They can- 
not be transplanted. Nor:is there 
hope ‘in the plan. said to have been 
proposed by a minority group in the 
Slovene country after the armistice 
—annexation to the United States! 
The reason advanced for this unique 
proposal was. that many of the 
inhabitants of the town had_ been 
to America. They knew and liked 
the American people, and preferred 
annexation to the United . States

In view of the policies and public 
acts of President PorTEs GIL, denun- 
ciation of him as “a blind instru- 
ment of. CALLES” is incomprehen- 
sible, except as an insincere politi- 
cal manifesto.: He was. the..unani- 
mous choice for Provisional Presi- 
dent of both branches of Congress, 
for reasons which MANUEL GAMIO 
brings out in his article in ‘the 
March Current History.

To the Rditor of The New York Times: 

I commend to the attention of Mr. Whalen,

Ifin this»motor age a traffic rule can be 
based on cdmimon sense, this is. ‘Enforce- 
ment of it would. automatically widen streets 
and expedite movement. Yet during the pe- 
riod of my, observation it has been virtually 
abolished. I doubt if one driver in a thou- 
sand has ever ‘read ‘it, and nothing is ever 
done to call attention to. it. 

If Commissioner Whalen will study Fifth 
Avenue, for instance, he will.see how de- 
sirable it is that the driving public be made 
to change’ its habits and: to ‘cooperate in 
bringing about order. He will see buses stop 
six feet from the curb ‘and then Pass a 
parked car forty feet ahead by an interval 
of four feet. Going south, north of Fifty- 
ninth Street, where no cars are parked, little 
or no thought is given to the rule referred 
to, If by the experiment. of a little drastic 


treatment of. the situation things. can be

Despite our prosperity, the average 
wages of the bulk of American work- 
ers is still but a little over $27 per 
seal. Even if not all American 
wage-earners have families of five to 


‘support, many of them do, and $27 


a week is not too munificent a: sum 


‘for even a smaller family of two or 


three persons, 

I cannot see how it is possible for 
the workingman to save for his old 
age. The American worker is con- 
fronted ‘not only with the fact that 
he must spend a good deal of his 
money in the purchase of innumera- 
ble comforts and luxuries which help 
to make for our prosperity, but ‘he 
must also provide himself against 
the many. hazards of modern life. 

Even with our improved workmen’ 8 
compensation laws,. workers _ still 
have to draw upon whatever savings 
they may have accumulated to help 
them pull through serious accidents. 

They must, in addition, pay exorbi- 
tant sums for medical and health 
provisions for themselves and their 
families. Sickness is indeed the 
paramount cause of poverty and eats 
up much of the savings of our wage- 
earning population. A considerable 
percentage of our. workers are con- 
stantly unemployed, which means, 
further, that they have to depend 
upon their savings. as borrowings 
during this period. Is it conceivable 
that the average wage-earner and 


on an American standard, educate 
his children, bring thém up into’citi- 
zenship, provide himself: against ‘the 
various and constant . emergencies 
and at the same time. save sut- 
ficiently for the uncertain and indefi- 
nite period of old-age? I.am. told 
that even a small annuity of $50. per 
month at the age of 65 for a man 
and wife requires a total investment 
of approximately $8,000. 

I should like to call your attention 
to the recent study of the Federal 
Trade Commission in regard to the 
estates left by deceased persons: ‘This 
showed that a little over 75 per cent 
of the men dying left no estate what- 
soever. This’ would indicate that 
there are social forces today which 
are responsible for. poverty. and de- 
pendency and that it is no longer fair 
to say that the individual ig himself 
to blame for becoming dependent in 
his old-age. . 

I: fully appreciate the - problem 
facing Governor Roosevelt and the 
advocates of decent provision for our 
aged folk. In 1912, when the writer 
sponsored the first! mothers’ ‘pension 
law in Missouri, arguments were pre- 
sented against it. Yet today this law 
is in operation in most of our States 
and hardly any criticism’ is leveled 
against it. The same is true of the 
workmen’s compensation law, which 
was bitterly opposed but is now ac- 
cepted as one of the greatest bless- 
ings to ‘industry. : 

- I am convinced that private philan- 
thropy will not be able to cope with 

this problem adequately:.°The de- 
mands upon private charitable or- 
ganizations are constantly increasing 
and the proportion of destitute aged 
now receiving relief from private 
agencies is steadily mounting. A re- 
cent survey of the New York Wel- 
fare Council showed that, whereas 
it is conservatively estimated that 
there are about 28,000 dependent old 
men and women in the city, only a 
little over 3,000 are assisted by pri- 
vate and benevolent. associations. 
While I am fully appreciative of the 
difficulties involved :in: solving this 
problem in the best possible manner, 
it is important to bear in mind that 
other nations which have faced ex- 
actly the same situation have solved 
it scientifically. . A. commission ‘of 
experts would be able to, suggest a 
really constructive plan which ‘would 
meet with the approval of the citi- 
zenship of the State. .

The prediction 
was far astray, however. Yesterday’s 


| Federal Reserve computation showed 


increase for the week ending 
Wednesday of no less than $140,- 
000,000, which has been exceeded in 
only four other weeks of the market’s 
shistory. This brings the outstanding 
total to a figure never surpassed ex- 
cept on Feb. 6, and within $22,000,000 
of that. 

We shall doubtless be told again of 
the extent.to which other, borrowings 
than those of outright speculators 
have swelled ‘this huge expansion. 
But that overworked apology scarcely 
accounts for a net increase of $556,- 
000,000. since the end of December 
and of $1,951,000,000 since this week 
of 1928. If it did, the palpable fact 
would still remain that, even sup- 
posing credit to be used on such a 
scale for bringing out new securities 
and investment trusts, its further ab- 
sorption into such stock markets as 
those of a week ago ought to be 
restrained at all possible hazards. 
The time has come when financiers 
of knowledge and repute will be 
forced to come personally into the 
open, to tell deluded Wall Street 
what situation it has actually created. 

Yesterday’s stock market, perhaps 
because it had no inkling of the 
movement of brokers’ borrowings, 
perhaps because it was getting again 
in the mood of expecting that all 
unpleasantness will ‘‘blow over,’’ 
made a bold and defiant effort to 
resume last week’s operations. Radio 
shares were. bid up 37 points; vari- 
ous other stocks, mostly of the 
highly speculative order, rose 5 or 6. 
This. occurred with call money re- 
peating Wednesdays 12 per cent rate 
and closing at that figure, and with 
continuing evidence of tension else- 
where in the money market. 

The money tension had its effect 
on other markets. Sight sterling de- 
clined to $4.845%, the lowest since the 
rise of the London bank rate, and 
the bond market showed signs of 
wavering. Outstanding United States 
Government bonds went below the 
previous low points of the year, 
reached a month ago, the fourth Lib- 
erty 4%s nearly touching 99%. The 
Treasury’s offer of 4% per cent inter- 
est on its forthcoming nine months’ 
loan may have had its influence on 
that market, for Wall Street has 
lately been living in something of a 
fool’s paradise in its ideas of the 
rate which would be fixed. This is 
the rate of last October’s financing; 
now, as then, it is the highest paid 
on new short-term issues since Sep- 
tember, 1921. 

Having taken in $2,800,000 gold in 
the past week from the Transvaal’s 
deliveries, the Bank of England by 
its reports of yesterday holds $9,300,- 
000 more than in the week when the 
rate was raised. But its gold re- 
serve is still $29,500,000 less than a 
year ago ‘and $19,000,000 below even 
the amount. in hand when gold pay- 
ments. were resumed in 1925. The 
Bank of France _reported the usual 
huge month-end increase of note cir- 
culation, which is now at a high-rec- 
ord figure, $120,000,000 in American 
values above the highest reached 
before the currency was stabilized. 
But the bank also added $1,000,000 to 
its gold reserve this week, all from 
old hoarded coin, making an in- 
crease of $97,000,000 since last June.

Governmental receipts in Poland 
for the first nine months of the 1928- 
29 fiscal year, which will end on 
March 31, were 2,246,577,000 zlotys, 
while expenditures were $2,111,966,- 
000, leaving a surplus of 134,611,000 
zlotys, according to Charles S. 
Dewey, financial adviser to the Po- 
lish Government and director of the 
Bank of Poland, whose quarterly re- 
vor has just been published. 

Mr. Dewey said the figures showed 
that the government’s estimate of re- 
ceipts and expenditures for the full 
fiscal year had been conservative.
